It would be a diffi- 
cult undertaking but he considered it 
essential that the neoplc of Puerto 
Rico should be given an opportunity 
to demon-trate their capacity to en- 
large their responsibilities. He thought 
they nvght be g'ven repi escntation in 
a legislative body; but that body, he 
said, should have in it a majority of 
persons a;>;iointed by the President in 
order to be s"re that control should 
not nass into hands which would use 
it improperly. •-

PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


The resolution heretofore offered by 


Mr. Pritchaid (N. C j concerning ra- 
cial restrictions in suffiage was modi- 
fied by himself so as to provide that 
any state enactment confining the right 
to vote to those descendants from cer- 
tain persons, or classes of persons, is 
in violatlq.ii of the 14th and 15th 
amendments to the Constitution and 
repugnant to republican institutions. 


Mr. Morgan spoke against the reso- 


lution. He lefened to the far reaching 
importance of the issue of suffrage as 
related to the coming presidential and 
congressional election, and said it was 
mperative that some course be adopt- 
ed which would prevent a repetition of 
the Hayes-Tilden controversy. 


Mr. Morgan discussed the negro ques- 


tion in general, maintaining that there 
is a natural supremacy in the whites 
and a natural ceticiency in the blacks, 
morally, socially and intellectually. To 
force this lower stratum into a position 
of political equality with the highest is 
only to clog progress of all mankind in 
its march toward the highest planes of 
human aspirations. Mr. 
IMorgan de- 


clared that ne?ro suffrage In Louisiana 
and other southern states had been an 
unbroken line of obstruction to pro- 
gress! 


"If southern white men," said he, 


"have falsified election 
returns they 


have the stronger if not the better rea- 
son that they are acting up6n the same 
law of self-defense that 
insulted and 


outraged human nature resorts to, for 
the protection of homes and families, 
from a race that sets at defiance all 
moral restraints upon Its brutal de- 
sires." 


This evil, he thought, would end only 


when the United States had provided a 
home for the negro race suited to their 
traits. 


In conclusion Mr. Morgan said: "The 


Democratic party has always >been 
a 


white man's party, and when the ap- 
peal of tbe people of Louisiana and 
North Carolina supported by Demo- 
crats In all the southern states Is made 
to them, they and a vast body of white 


e<i all over the country who have not 


acted with them in the past will unite 
n a demand that these sovereign states 
shalljnot he destroVe'4'fOP taking oare 
of the lives and happiness at their poo- 
pie."

SAMOAN TREATY DISCUSSED. 
Washington, Jan. 8. The Senate to-

brains to another, or other classes of 
occupation, whereby their brains in- 
stead of their muscles become the bur- 
den bearers; hence the growing ten- 
dency to insanity. I have not giventhe 
words quoted as used by the Governor, 
but the essence of them.

Scott, after 
reading his certificate of election, call- 
ed upon Sheehan to turn the ofllce over 
to him. Sheehan refused and it is al- 
leged that Scott struck him. This start- 
ed the fight, in which gas pipe, clubs 
and chairs and pistols were used. The 
ofllce was somewhat wrecked and a 
merry war was on when a squad of po- 
lice 'entered. The officers made liberal 
use of their clubs before a semblance 
of olrder was restored. One shot was 
fired, wounding John O'Brien, one of 
Scott's men, in the neck. TUe wound 
may prove to be fatal. Benj. J3alomon, 
a son of ex-Gov.

sold as prizes. Justice Gray delivered 
the opinion of the court, holding that 
the seizure was contrary to well estab- 
lished International law. Chief Justice 
Fuller, Justices Harlan and McKenna 
dissented and united In an opinion by 
the chief justice. He took the ground 
that there was no rule In such cases 
Immutably fixed by International law 
and that exemption from the rigors of 
war should be controlled entirely by 
the executive department and that as 
the president had not interfered to 
prevent condemnation that condemna- 
tion should be affirmed.
